Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvi, 15-33. 
Memory Verses,  25-30—Golden 
Text, Prov. xiv, 34—Comméntary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, . 


| . Today we are introduced to two of 
| the worst kings in all the history of 
the ten tribes, Omri and Ahab. ‘Of the 
former it is written that he wrought 


| did evil in the sight of the Lord above 
| all that were before him and did more 
|to provoke the Lord God of Israel to 
anger than all the kings of Israel that 
were before him (verses 25, 30, 33). 
What a record of increasing iniquity 
and how great the long suffering of 
Jehovah that could bear with it! But 
we must consider that ever since the 
serpent tempted Eve, and how much 
longer we do not know, God has pa- 
tiently borne with the devil and will 
continue to bear with him till the 
| time of Rev. xx, 1-3. While there is no 
hope for that great adversary revealed 
in Scripture, as to men it is written 
that the Lord is long suffering toward 
us, not willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance (II, Pet. iii, 9). 

The greatest sinner may be saved if 
he will only turn from his sin to God, 
| but for all who will not turn there is 
naught but the flaming fire and venge- 
ance of II. Thess. i, 8, 9, the lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone of Rev. xxi, 8. If any will not

During the forty-one years of the

The wicked prosper,.are not in trou- 
ble like other men, they are proud 
and lofty and very often die peace- 
fully (Ps. Ixxiii, 2-12), and Asaph is

The righteous and the wicked die,

death Queen Victoria, King Edward’ 


took matters personally in hand that 
a thoroughly satisfactory settlement 
was arrived at. All the royal invest. 
ments were curefully examined, and, 
on the advice of experienced finan- 
ciers, many changes were made. The 
royal properties were revalued, and 
the pictures, books, china, furniture, 
and jewels, the personal property of 
the sovereign, were scheduled by a 
professional appraiser. 

An office, run on uwn-to-date busi- 
ness lines, was instituted to deal 
with revenue and expenditure, the 
steff of clerks was augmented, and 
books were kept on more elaborate 
lines and periodically balanced. As 
a natural consequence, when King 
Geerge, who is himself exceedingly 
accurate, business-like, and methodi. 
cal, came to look into matters he 
found, unlike his royal father, that 
everything was in upple-pie order. 

The office of the Keeper of 
Privy Purse is no light one. The 
duties are many and varied. The 
royal estates are numerous and of 
considerable extent, and a _ whole 
army of workpeople of varicus grades 
are employed. At Sandringham, 
Windsor, and Balmoral there are 
gardeners, coachmen, footmen, farm- 
hands, gamekeeners, beaters, motor 
and electric light mechanies, 
smiths, carnenters, dairymaids, lock. 
smiths, tailors, grooms, wagoners, 
forest rangers, veterinary surgeons, 
hydraulic engineers, and a veritable 
army of miscellaneous workers, who 
may be conveniently included in the 
all-embracing term, “odd men.” No 
account is taken here of the purely 
domestic servants, who alone form a 
miniature army. The wages and pen. 
sions of this huge body occupy the 
attention of several clerks.

During the last three or four months 
several hundred tons of eel gras: 
have been exported from Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia, to the United States, 
where is sells at $10 to $12 per ton, 
while freight from Yarmouth to Bos- 
ton is about $1 per ton. 

Last year’s crop is now about clean 
ed up, but those engaged in gathering 
and curing in this district have been 
quite busy. The supply on hand is 
greatly larger than at the same time 
for a like date for any previous year. |

gatherers what they cure, have erect-

BOTH MEN .AND OPERATORS 
FOUND TO BE NEGLIGENT 


Jury Finds That There Should Have: 
Been More Inspectors — Recom- 
mends That a Thorough Investiga: | 
tion be Made of Means for Pre-} 
venting Loss of Life by Cave-ins in ' 
Mines. 


Bellevue, Alta.—The jury in the 
case of the coroner’s inquest int«a the 
cause of death of the thirty-one men 
who came to their death in the Belle. 
vue mine on the 9th of last December, 
arrived at a verdict at midnight, after 
hearing the expert evidence of James | 
Ashworth, who was the last witness 
examined, The verdict is as follows: 

“We, the jurors in this casw find 
that thirty men come to their death 
by carbon. monoxide oison, and 
that one man came to his death by 
carbon monoxide poison and a frac- 
tured skull; the carbon monoxiile 
being generated by percussion 
caused by a rock slide, which oc- 
curred above 76 and 78 chutes. The 
following riders were attached ‘to 
the verdict: 

(1) That more inspectors be ap- 
pointed. 

(2) That a. drager apparatus sta- 
tion be established in this district. 

(8) That telephones be establish- 
ed in underground workings under 
the supervision of the chief inspec- 
tor, wherever practicable. 

(4) That a thorough investiga- 
tion be made of means of prevent- 
ing loss of life by cave-ins in mines.

New System Will be Tried at The 
Central Prison, 
Guelph 

Toronto.—Separate rooms with un- 
locked doors for well-behaved prison- 
ers is the innovation which will be 
made at the Ontario government’s 
new Central prison farm at Guelph. 
Fifteen per cent. of the accommoda- 
tion will be in cells for refractory or 
untrustworthy prisoners. Sixty-five 
per cent. will be in dormitories each 
containing 14 beds with unguarded 
doors and windows. The remaining 
20 per cent. of the’ accommodation 
will consist of small, neat roms, with 
pictures and reading matter, which 
will be allotted to the best prisoners. 
This will be the first time such a sys-| 
tem has been tried in any prison.
